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Blood for Freedom 


HE Defense Department and the Red 

Cross have announced the results of 
the first weeks of the joint Red Cross- 
Armed Forces Blood Donor program. The 
collection rate has increased, the an- 
nouncement said, but it is still “short of 
the announced goal.” 

In the week ending 3 Sept., immediately 
prior to the combined drive, 9,537 pints of 
blood were collected. The week ending 
10 Sept., saw an increase to 20,635, but 
only 2,639 pints of this total were col- 
lected from Armed Forces Blood Donor 
Centers. The week ending 17 Sept.—the 
latest for which figures are available— 
shows a jump to 30,668 pints, with a total 
Armed Forces donation of 6,175. 

At Maxwell Air Force Base, Alabama, 
where the day’s quota is 165 pints, the 
simple procedure to be followed in mak- 
ing a donation was outlined as follows: 
“At a reception desk the donor will give 
his name, organization or address, de- 
pending on whether he is military or 
civilian, and other pertinent information. 
In a brief examination, a nurse checks 
the donor’s medical history, temperature, 

blood pressure, and hemoglobin, and pre- 
; sents him with a tag. The actual process 
of donating blood is accomplished in a 
painless and brief operation, followed by 
orange juice or a bite to eat.” The pro- 
gram at Maxwell will open on 12 Oct. at 
the Airmen’s Club. 

At Fort Worden, Washington, the Com- 
manding Officer has announced that a 
three-day pass will be awarded to all 
men who volunteer a pint of blood dur- 
ing the program. 

As the program got underway at the 
Naval Training Station, San Diego, 120 
Marines from the Signal Battalion, Ma- 
tine Recruit Depot, made donations as did 
6 others from the Headquarters and 
Service Battalion. The first man to do- 
nate blood in the area program was Cpl. 
Eugene Waggoner of the Depot Provost 
Marshal’s Office, who recently returned 
from Korea where he was wounded and 
given a transfusion. 

The 30th Communications Squadron at 
Offutt Air Force Base, Omaha, Neb., and 
the 30th Communications Detachment at 
Wahoo, are both lining up 100 per cent 
Participation of those physically qualified 
‘omake donations. Under the direction of 
Maj. Ralph M. Wright, squadron com- 
mander, all squadron officers have already 
signed up for the program.

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_Conferees Agree On

| Appropriations Bill 

Senate and House conferees on the 
military appropriations bill reached an 
agreement late this week on a total of 
approximately $57.2 billions for 1952. 

The Senate’s special increase of $4.5 
billions for extra aircraft purchases was 
reduced to $500,000, it being believed that 
this was the most that could be expended 
during the period. 

The Douglas amendment which would 
have seriously curtailed proficiency flight 
pay was modified to require that flight 
pay be restricted to those actually en- 
gaged in operational and training flying. 


Regarding flight pay, the conference 
committee’s report states: 


“It is the intention of the conferees to 
make certain that officers and airmen 
shall not be permitted to draw flight pay 


operational or training flights, including 


nel.” 


The amendment which would have 
withheld retired pay for any future re- 
tirements except those for age and physi- 
cal disability was rewritten to apply only 
to commissioned officers and to voluntary 
retirements with certain exceptions. The 
final draft of this section follows: 


“Provided, that no part of such sum 
shall be used to pay the retired or re- 
tirement pay of any commissioned mem- 
ber of the Regular Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Air Force who is retired volun- 
tarily after the date of the enactment of 
this Act, unless such member was re- 
tired because of (1) being unfit to per- 
form the duties of his office, rank, grade, 
or rating by reason of a physical dis- 
ability incurred in line of duty, or (2) 
achieving the age at which retirement 
is required by law, or whose application 
is approved in writing by the Secretary 
of Defense stating that the retirement is 
in the best interest of the Service and is 
required to avoid cases of individual 
hardship.” 


The amendment designed to increase 
Army and Air Force commissary prices 
by approximately six per cent so as to 
equal those in the Navy was retained in 
the final version with the added wording 
that the commissaries would be burdened 
with the cost of transportation in the 
United States but not transportation 
abroad. 


The top civilian and military leaders of 
the Air Force were credited with major 
responsibility for the decision by Senate 
and House conferees to drop the Senate- 
passed plan to curtail flight pay. 

The Senate amendment to the 1952 ap- 
propriations bill stipulated that person- 
nel must fly 20 hours per month to re- 
ceive flight pay unless assigned to combat 
units. No such stipulation was contained

WO Promotion Plans 


The story of promotion discrimination 
against warrant officers during the past 
two years and the hopeful plans for 
remedying this situation have been made 
known to a House Armed Services sub- 
committee, headed by Representative 
Paul Kilday (D-Tex.). 

Executive hearings held last week and 
now made public reveal the details of 
how warrant officer promotions have 
been held up in the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard. 

But with the lifting of the arbitrary 
Department of Defense ceiling on ad- 
vancements to W-4 and W-3, the Serv- 
ices now are taking rapid action to pro- 
vide promotions for deserving warrant 
officers. 

At the same time, the hearings de- 
veloped the fact that the Department of 
Defense has under consideration pro- 
posed legislation to provide for forced 
retirement of warrant officers after 30 
years’ service and forced attrition by 
selection.

Dept. Creates New 
Housing Agency 


A prediction in last week’s issue of 
THE JOURNAL that the Department of 
Defense was considering establishment 
of a new office to handle military hous- 
ing problems was confirmed this week. 

At the direction of Secretary Robert 
A. Lovett, the Armed Forces Housing 
Agency has been established, with its 
Director to be an Assistant to the Secre- 
tary of Defense. The Director will be 
“principal advisor” to the Secretary on 
defense housing matters. 

The Housing Agency will report to the 
Secretary of Defense through the Muni- 
tions Board, the directive stipulates. 

It is recalled that creation of such an 
agency was a recommendation of the now 
defunct Department of Defense Housing 
Commission. This Commission, which re- 
signed at the end of March without pub- 
lic announcement of the action, submitted 
a report on military housing which has 
been kept secret. 

However, it was learned that one 
major recommendation of the Commis- 
sion urged the creation of a housing 
agency, such as has now been established 
by Secretary Lovett. 

It has been apparent for months that 
the absence of a single office in the De- 
partment of Defense to coordinate hous- 
ing problems has worked to the detri- 
ment of military personnel and their de- 
pendents. Recent reports by the Senate 
Preparedness Subcommittee have drama- 
tized the drastic housing conditions 
which confront military personnel and 
their families. The Department has been 
called upon to take remedial action.

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President OK’s 10% 
Pay Hike, Bill Near 


A bill to raise military pay by 10 per 
cent over current pay and allowances— 
with a proviso for a $800 maximum apn 
nual increase—is expected to reach Capi- 
tol Hill momentarily. President Harry & 
Truman this week gave his assent t® 
such a pay boost. 

Rapid-fire action on the military pay 
front followed. This is the sequence of 
the week’s events. 

Monday, 1 Oct., 3:30 P.M.—Assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense Anna M 
Rosenberg confers with the Presi- 
dent at the White House. Mr. Tru- 
man listens sympathetically and 
gives approval for pay raise action. 

Tuesday, 2 Oct.—Tentative draft 
of pay bill is sent to the Bureau of 
the Budget for required clearance. 

Wednesday, 3 Oct.—Reports reach 
Pentagon that Bureau of the Budg- 
et approves the pay bill, with minor 
modifications and there is gratifica- 
tien for the unusual speed of Budg- 
et officials. 

Thursday, 4 Oct.—Mrs. Rosenberg 
goes to Capitol Hill to confer with 
Congressional] leaders. 

Undoubtedly, the rapid developments 
mean that the Pentagon will do every- 
thing possible, now that a pay raise biD 
has Administration endorsement, to 
have the legislation introduced before 
Congress adjourns. 

One report this week was that Con- 
gress would probably adjourn about 2 
Oct., although it is possible the Senate 
and House may remain in session beyond 
that date. 

The White House approval of the 
per cent increase and the $800 maximum 
compares with pay raises approved by 
Congress for civilian employees of the 
Federal Government. 

When Mrs. Rosenberg met with the 
President, she presented data on the 
necessity for a military pay raise com- 
piled by a Department of Defense ad hee 
committee, whose recommendations 
were revealed in last week’s issue of 
The Journal. 

The ad hoe committee, headed by Coa 
S. K. Bird, USMC, endorsed unanimously 
pending legislation in Congress which 
would result in a 11.5 per cent increase 
on base pay of military personnel. How 
ever, the committee also submitted to 
Mrs. Rosenberg comprehensive data on 8 
10 per cent pay raise and included in fts 
report the tentative draft of a 10 per cent 
pay increase bill for possible Congres- 
sional consideration. 

After months of delay in seeking a pay 
raise for military personnel, it is now ap 
parent that the Department of Defense ls 
moving swiftly. 

The ad hoc committee met for the first 
time in mid-September. Quickly, it com 
piled voluminous data and submitted its 
recommendations to Mrs. Rosenberg. 
Then, following review of this report by 
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Denver Rocky Mountain News—“The choice of Rob- 
ert A. Lovett to be the new defense secretary is a 
particularly happy one ... Mr Lovett has amply 
demonstrated enormous capacity for crucial jobs.”

THE WAR IN KOREA 











LOCKADING units of United Nations 

naval forces operated off both coasts 
of Korea this week to stop enemy traffic 
by water and by coastal rail lines and 
highways from reaching Red front-line 
troops. Carrier-based aircraft continued 
destructive interdiction strikes on high- 
way and rail communication lines, par- 
ticularly in Northeastern Korea. 

After fiercely resisting the Allied ad- 
vance for more than two days, there 
were indications late this week that the 
Communist forces had begun a general 
withdrawal to new defense positions. 

On the east coast the U. S. Battleship 
New Jersey blasted enemy gun emplace- 
ments in the Kansong area at the east- 
ern end of the ground battleline. More 
than 100 tons of 16-inch projectiles were 
fired 15 miles inland to wipe out numer- 
ous bunkers and other enemy defense 
positions. 

Allied destroyers ranged along the 
east coast from Wonsan north to Chong- 
jin, knocking out many transport facili- 
ties and other Red installations. The U.S. 
Destroyers Yarnall and Carmick threw 
shells into rail lines near Songijin, tear- 
ing up tracks and hitting bridges and 
railway sidings. 

Off the west coast light British Com- 
monwealth warships pounded enemy 
shore positions and supply warehouses. 
The British Frigate Black Swan, guided 
by Marine flyers, hit a large food depot in 
a village within the Chinnampo estuary. 
The New Zealand Frigate Rotoiti struck 
Communist troops and gun positions in 
the same general area. 

Navy flyers from the U. S. Heavy Car- 
riers Boxer and Bon Homme Richard hit 
rail installations and rolling stock at 
Tanchon, Hamhung, Hungnam, Wonsan 
and Ambyon. Numerous bridges were de- 
stroyed, and rail lines were smashed at 
scores of different locations. Many en- 
emy vehicles, caught on highways, were 
destroyed or damaged. Three Navy 
planes were shot down by anti-aircraft 
fire, but the pilots were rescued. 

Marine Corsairs and Panther Jets from 
the U. S. Light Carrier Rendova, which 
has taken the place of the British Car- 
rier Glory off the west coast, hit enemy 
targets at Haeju, west of Ongjin, and 
near Hwangju, in Western Korea. Nu- 
merous buildings were destroyed or set 
on fire. 

The most spectacular air battles of the 
week occurred on Tuesday, 2 Oct., when 
United States jet planes shot down six 
enemy jets over Northwest Korea, prob- 
ably destroyed another, and damaged 
still another. This score brought the to- 
tal enemy planes destroyed in the air 
war to 193. 

The battles between the jets ranged 
from altitudes of 30,000 feet down to tree- 
top levels. The fighting began shortly be- 
fore noon when 36 American Sabre Jets, 
fiying cover for F-80s and F-84s on bomb- 
tng missions against rail lines near the 
northwest corner of Korea, were at- 
tacked by 45 enemy MIGs. Two enemy 
planes were shot down. 








A few hours later in the same area 32 
Sabre Jets engaged 80 MIGs. During a 
25-minute battle the American planes de- 
stroyed four enemy planes, probably de- 
stroyed another, and damaged an eighth. 
American losses were limited to a single 
F-80 shot down. 

On the previous day in a fight between 
37 Sabre Jets and 40 Communist planes 
one enemy jet was shot down and three 
others were damaged. On Wednesday, 3 
Oct., 12 American F-80 Shooting Stars 
intercepted 14 enemy jets as they sought 
to attack another flight of American 
planes. In the ensuing brief encounter 
two Red planes were probably destroyed. 

Air Force planes also flew numerous 
missions in close support of ground forces, 
particularly on the western front, where 
Allied troops were encountering stiff op- 
position from well-entrenched Red sol- 
diers. Accurately aimed bombs knocked 
out many bunkers and other defense 
works. Fighter-bombers strafed Com- 
munist front-line troops and inflicted nu- 
merous casualties. 

Night-flying light bombers attacked 
heavy enemy vehicular traffic along 
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North Korean road networks. Hundreds 
of trucks were destroyed in repeated Al- 
lied air strikes against these convoys 
moving Communist supplies to the front. 

B-29 medium bombers struck airfields 
and marshalling yards and dropped 48 
1,000-lb. bombs on the important 500-ft. 
railroad bypass bridge at Sunchon. The 
Superforts also dropped many air-burst- 
ing, anti-personnel bombs, with prox- 
imity fuses, on enemy front-line troops. 

Allied troops also retained the initia- 
tive farther east, attacking several ridges 
in the mountains of the east central 
front, but made only limited gains against 
stubborn enemy resistance. 

The western sector, hitherto relatively 
quiet for weeks, came to life, with a 
heavy Allied bombardment of enemy 
troops entrenched in hills within 15 miles 
of Kaesong, site of the now suspended 
truce talks. Farther east near Chorwon 
an Allied attack ran into heavy artillery 
and mortar fire, and failed to make much 
progress. 

On the critical east central front a 
see-saw battle was fought, with impor- 
tant terrain changing hands _ several 








times. An important peak northwest of 
Yanggu, overlooking so-called Heartbreak 
Ridge, was won by South Korean troops 
after a hard fight, but they held it for 
only a short time, as the Reds counter- 
attacked and recaptured it. 

Air battles in Northwest Korea were 
of almost daily occurrence during the 
week, as the increased aggressiveness of 
Red pilots was manifest. However, the 
Allies continued to maintain their strong 
air superiority. In the biggest air combat 
of the week American jet planes de- 
stroyed six enemy MIG fighter aircraft, 
probably destroyed another, and damaged 
one more. 

In this battle, which included two sepa- 
rate fights, 193 jet planes were involved 
on both sides. The American planes, out- 
numbered two to one, included F-80s, 
F-84s, and F-86s. One American F-80 was 
lost in combat. 

During the week exceptionally heavy 
truck traffic was noted by air observers 
moving toward the front. During one 
night more than 4,300 trucks were sight- 
ed, of which more than 2,300 were moving 
south toward the battlefront. Night air 
attacks on this traffic resulted in the 
destruction of hundreds of Red vehicles. 

The unusually heavy movement of en- 
emy supplies by trucks is believed to 
be largely due to the great damage in- 
flicted on Red rail lines. Cargoes formerly 
moved by rail are now necessarily han- 
dled by highway transport, which is more 
flexible and can move at night over sec- 
ondary roads, more difficult for Allied 
airmen to attack. 

Continuing air interdiction § strikes 
against rail lines and marshalling yards 
have so crippled this type of transporta- 
tion that few trains have been observed 
south of the 39th parallel. Railheads have 
been established farther north, where 
transfers of supplies are made to trucks 
for movement to the front over a net- 
work of roads. 

Increasingly heavy destruction of en- 
emy vehicular traffic results both from 
improved technique in Allied air attacks, 
and from lack of proper precautions and 
safeguards by the Reds. Night-flying 
bombers and fighter-bombers, aided by 
flare-dropping cargo planes, have recent- 
ly been remarkably successful in locat- 
ing and destroying enemy truck convoys. 
Necessity for speed in getting supplies 
to the front has forced the enemy to 
abandon some precautions, such as prop- 
er road discipline, wide spacing of ve- 
hicles, and travelling without lights, 
which had slowed the truck movements. 

Following the heavy artillery bombard- 
ment of enemy positions Allied troops 
on the ground on the western front 
northwest of Koreangpo-ri attacked en- 
emy positions and made some initial 
progress. 

West of Chorwon attacking United Na- 
tions troops encountered heavy resist- 
ance from enemy units of undetermined 
strength. Red artillery and mortar fire 
raked Allied positions and delayed, but 
did not halt the advance. North of Chor- 
won and Kumwha Allied forces main- 
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LARGE problem which _ General 

Eisenhower has had to face in build- 
ing up the west’s defense, and perhaps 
the main problem of Lt. Gen. Lauris 
Norstad at present in his dual role as 
commander of U. S. Air Forces in 
Europe and as commander of Allied Air 
Forces in the Central Sector, has been 
what the Air Forces speak of as their 
“infrastructure.” This is just about every- 
thing in supplies and installations and 
transport and communications which 
permits the Air Force to do its main job 
of flying; accordingly it has become a 
useful “portmanteau” sort of word cov- 
ering almost everything which worries 
combat commander, short of his own unit 
performance. It is obvious that when the 
infrastructure is badly designed it calls 
for prompt and extended correction. The 
one which General Norstad_ inherited 
needs betterment without delay, and itis 
gratifying to report that he is beginning 
to get it; the situation has been maée 
so clear this past week to the Department 
of Defense that action can hardly be 
delayed much longer.

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The European Theater 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
can be some thorough patrolling by plane 
and surface ship, and proper security 
for the supply route to an American 

sector well to the eastward. 

But all this development is based upon 
the condition mentioned above—that we 
get cracking with our work of building 
up communications-zone installations all 
the way from western Germany back to 
the Bordeaux area. These would be in 
France, at sites which are pretty well 
determined but not yet developed and, 
in many cases, unfortunately not yet far 
on the road to being developed. Our peo- 
ple here in Washington have been in- 
clined to blame the French for not has- 
tening to make those sites immediately 
available; the French are inclined to 
complain because we have not given a 
firm schedule of when our elements will 
be ready to utilize each site. In some 
measure, both have been at fault. 

But the problem is deeper. The French 
are clearly reluctant, for reasons both 
economic and political, to dislodge French 
voters from fertile farmland and produc- 
tive little villages until it is necessary. 
Beyond that, the French are reluctant 
to take on the whole cost of the enter- 
prise. They say first that they cannot af- 
ford it and, second, that the installations 
are not for the French but for the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization as a whole, 
and that the latter should pay the bulk 
of the cost. On the other hand, Danes and 
Portuguese and Italians say with some 
reasonableness that they cannot afford it 
either; and thaf, besides, these installa- 
tions, being on French soil, will one day 
be utilized as such by the French who 
accordingly ought to pay the entire 
bill or at least as much in proportion as 
the British by somewhat similar logic are 
paying for the very large U. S. Air Force 
installations in the United Kingdom. 

Now to the U. S. Air Force this debate 
is exasperating, regardless of which side 
is logically right or wrong. For the Air 
Force most decidedly needs air strips and 
air bases in France to replace those 
which at the moment are something like 
fifteen minutes jet-time from the Iron 
Curtain, and patently vulnerable to a 
crippling assault. In a cold war as a hot 
one, the financial cost of a thing is not 
always the important factor; the Air 
Force has to have the new fields. 

Supreme Headquarters cannot handle 
the matter; it is something for a higher 
level, and it is a pity that the Council of 
Ministers did not come to grips with the 
matter long ago and determine finally 
who would pay what part of the total 
cost in fairness both to the French and 
the other Allies and, just possibly, to 
Uncle Sugar himself who sometimes does 
not figure much in the talk about fair- 
aq and who perhaps is getting used 

it. 

The important thing of course, mili- 
tarily speaking, is to come to a decision 
on that point—any decision—and to get 
along with the job. For if in any European 
war the Air establishment is to have that 
immense role which must be anticipated, 
our own air power (tactical as well as 
strategic) must be ready for it, in infra- 
structure as in everything else. Numer- 
ous points in France could be all impor- 
tant bases for our combat planes. They 
May be a long way from the German 
frontier as a man walks, but they are the 
safer thereby from an enemy’s paralyzing 
surprise such as we experienced on 7 
December 1941. And as jet planes move, 

miles is not long in time, and even an 
added 20 minutes is a small price to pay 
for increased security. The need is to get 
the French bases laid down, whoever 
bays for them and whenever our ships 
and shops are to move in. Neither the 
Council of Ministers nor our own ponder- 
ous machinery in Washington has started 
Moving a bit too soon.

in Ottawa, and our own Department of 
Defense which in the past week has been 
istening to a sobering presentation of 
the acute need of General Norstad’s Euro- 
pean establishment, in this respect.

Appropriation Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
in the House version of the appropria- 
tions bill. 

Although the conferees decided to 
eliminate the stringent Senate provision, 
Congressional leaders indicated that 
closer scrutiny will be given to orders for 
flying assignments in the future. 

Section 634 of the appropriations bill, 
as drafted by the conferees, eliminates 
the 20-hour provisio and states: 

“No part of any appropriation con- 
tained in this Act shall be available for 
the payment of flight pay to personnel 
whose actual assigned duties do not in- 
volve operational or training flight.” 

Presumably, enactment of this modi- 
fied amendment will be followed by a 
review of current regulations pertaining 
to flight pay. 

But the essential point is that the 
severe Senate-approved limitation , on 
flight pay has been rescinded. 


Secretary Finletter Counters Criticism 


The conferees were influenced in their 
decision on the flight pay issue by com- 
munications from Secretary of the Air 
Force Thomas K. Finletter and General 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF Chief of 
Staff. 

Secretary Finletter said he wanted to 
make it “entirely clear” that the Air 
Force “does not permit officers or airmen 
to draw flying pay for riding in an air- 
craft as passengers.” 

Continued Mr. Finletter: 

“Every officer and airman who draws 
flying pay does so because he is perform- 
ing a specific duty in the airplane at the 
time. This duty is a necessary part of his 
training for actually flying in combat or 
in support of combat operations. To re- 
peat: there is no such thing as flying 
people around merely for the purpose of 
enabling them to qualify technically for 
flying pay. 

“The jobs which the officers and air- 
men perform while they are flying are 
regulated in detail by Air Force regula- 
tions. The purpose of these regulations is 
to avoid any abuses of the system and 
I am assured by the Chief of Staff that 
in practice these regulations are scrupu- 
lously observed and no abuses are toler- 
ated.” 


Gen. Vandenberg’s Letter 


In addition to Secretary Finletter’s 
communication, a letter on the matter of 
flight pay was sent to Capitol Hill by 
General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF 
Chief of Staff. The text of that com- 
munication follows: 

“The obvious intent and desire of the 
sponsor and those who voted for the amend- 
ment is to effect an economy in the opera- 
tions of Air Force, Navy, and Marine Corps 
aviation. However, I want to outline for you 
just how this amendment, in actual opera- 
tions, will have exactly the opposite effect 
from that desired by the Senate and will in 
fact impair the current effort to increase the 
air capabilities of our country. 

“The Air Force has provided in its fiscal 
year 1952 budget program for an end-year 
pilot strength of 52,400 and 13,100 other 
rated (navigators, bombardiers, and observ- 
ers). Our actual requirements for sustained 
combat operations are considerably higher 
and, if war should occur by 30 June 1952, 
we would be hard pressed to carry out our 
assigned combat missions. However, these 
figures reflect our most realistic capabilities 
during this fiscal year and represent a con- 
sidered risk minimum which should be im- 
proved as soon as additional aircraft and 





facilities permit. Our capability to main- 
tain this rated personne] strength proficient 
and ready for immediate combat operation 
is based upon flight requirement necessary 
for flight proficiency, which is, in the case 
of pilots, 100 hours a year. Of this total, 
2C hours must be by instrument and 15 hours 
by night. While a higher flight requirement 
would be beneficial and desirable, we could 
not, even if additional appropriations were 
made available, raise this total to 240 hours 
per year as required by the amendment. It is 
neither economically sound nor actually pos- 
sible with the aircraft and bases which the 
Air Force will have available during the cur- 
rent and next fiscal year. Hence, the only 
alternative would be to remove from flying 
Status a sufficient number of pilots to enable 
the balance utilizing to the maximum capac- 
ity available aircraft and facilities, to meet 
the 20-hour flight requirement. It is esti- 
mated that the effect of such action would be 
to eliminate in excess of 10,000 pilots from 
our active duty inventory. This, in turn, 
would further aggravate our pilot deficiency 
with respect to conducting sustained combat 
operations. To me, this is by far the most 
serious aspect of the proposed amendment. 

“The Air Force would be incapable of 
rapid expansion upon the outbreak of war 
and could not replace combat attrition in 
the early months of the war. Under the pres- 
ent system of maintaining flight proficiency, 
pilots currently on administrative duties 
would, in the event of war, be rapidly re- 
lieved by Reserves and civilians and assigned 
to combat flying duties. If these pilots have 
not been flying, they would require refresh- 
ing. This refresher training would require 
125 hours of flying and, even under a war 
acceleration and assuming needed facilities 
and aircraft available, would require at least 
three months’ period. These would be three 
very vital months after the outbreak of war 
—they could lose the war, 

“As you know, it has been our policy to 
order removal from flying status those pilots 
who fail to show the necessary enthusiasm 
and determination to gain the experience 
and maintain the degree of skill our stand- 
ards require. If many pilots were to be de- 
prived of flight pay simply because it is now 
impossible to allow all of them to fly 20 
hours each month, fewer pilots, particularly 
those of the higher grades, who must also 
perform heavy administrative duties, would 
continue to make the intense extra effort re- 
quired to maintain military flying ability. 
The morale of those who remained would 
also be seriously damaged by withdrawal of 
recognition for their professional achieve- 
ments and qualifications as capable airmen. 

‘*Many pilots now in combat in Korea were 
discharging heavy administrative respons!i- 
bilities in addition to their flying duties a 
few months ago. Many pilots having combat 
assignments today will have administrative 
assignments a few months from now. These 
men now in combat are just as interested 
in the future effects of this amendment as 
anyone else, and they will be just as puzzled 
ecrcerning how it could be equitably ad- 
ministered. 

“Decisions that certain ‘duties’ required 
flying more than 20 hours per month, while 
other ‘duties’ required flying less than 20 
hours per month, would, in many cases, have 
to be arbitrary. The amendment in ques- 
tion would create constant disagreements, in- 
terruptions and reinterruptions concerning 
whwu should get the so-called ‘flying assign- 
nents,’ which assignments should be class!i- 
fied ‘flying’ and which should be ‘non-flying.’ 
It would be virtually impossible to admin- 
ister and from the morale viewpoint most 
demaging. Units en route to actual combat 
areas, as well as those deployed in Alaska 
and the Northeast, often cannot fly an aver- 
age of 20 hours per pilot per month. Squad- 
rons are sometimes grounded temporarily 
because of airplane difficulties. Pilots travel- 
ling to a combat assignment could easily fail 
to qualify for flight status for one or two 
menths. I am sure you can appreciate the 
administrative and morale difficulties inher- 
ent in these situations. 

“Another area of service which would be 
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completely disrupted by the amendment 
would be the Air Reserve and Air National 
Guard. Our Reserves are now expected to 
fly about one week-end per month to main- 
tain their proficiency. To meet a require- 
ment of 20 hours per month would require 
cur Reservists to fly at least every week-end 
per month, which is not only unreasonable, 
but aircraft and facilities are not available 
to support such a program, 

“The impression created during the Senate 
debate is unfortunate and is having a dis- 
turbing effect. Allegations of ‘corruption’ 
and ‘abuses’ were made, yet no specific 
charges or incidents were cited. Not only 
does the Air Force scrupulously comply with 
the provisions of the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949 and Executive Order Number 
10152 of August 1950, but it imposes sub- 
stantially increased requirements which all 
flying personnel must meet in order to re- 
main on fiving status. I believe the evidence 
Senator O'Mahoney so ably presented in op- 
position to the amendment substantiates this 
contention. If any specific instance can be 
cited wherein we have failed in this respect, 
we would welcome such information and I 
assure you immediate corrective action will 
be taken. 

“I am sure you will agree that the adverse 
effects of this amendment could be so sert- 
ous as to justify my requesting that you 
bring these facts and others of which you 
are so well aware to the attention of any 
who might help avold the consequences I 
have described. It is my view that those who 
propose and supported the amendment in 
question did so because of misinformation 
and misunderstandings, which no one could 
correct at once but which might be corrected 
now.”’ 





Release of Reservists 


Concerning the release of Reservists 
who had World War II service, the con- 
ferees, confining the mandatory release 
to enlisted personnel, agreed on the fol- 
lowing amendment: 

“No part of any appropriation con- 
tained in this Act ... shall be expended 
for the pay or allowances, accruing after 
30 Nov. 1951 of any enlisted member of 
the inactive or volunteer reserve who 
served on active duty for a period of 12 
months or more in any branch of the 
Armed Forces during the period begin- 
ning 7 Dec. 1941 and ending 2 Sept. 1945, 
if such member shall have served on ac- 
tive duty for a period of 16 months or 
more after 26 June 1950, unless such 
member shall have voluntarily consented 
to remain on active duty.” 





Small Business Sig. Contracts 


The dollar value of prime contracts 
awarded by Signal Corps to small busi- 
nesses—those employing less than 500 
people—increased approximately 154 per 
cent in fiscal year 1951 over the preceding 
fiscal year. The value of the 40,866 con- 
tracts awarded amounted to about $251,- 
000,000, against about $99,000,000 for fiscal 
1950, it was reported this week. 

This increase took place in spite of the 
fact that the outbreak of the conflict in 
Korea made it necessary to increase pro- 
curement of Signal Corps equipment 
many fold in a short time. Faced with the 
demands of mass production and the fact 
that many items required were beyond 
the ability of small firms because of com- 
plexity of engineering design, plant ca- 
pacity, or production experience, Signal 
Corps leaned heavily on the technology 
and the productiveness of big business. 


In addition to the prime contracts, the 
smaller firms did a substantial amount of 
business through sub-contracting work on 
Signal Corps contracts. It has been con- 
servatively estimated that about 36 per 
cent of the value of prime contracts 
awarded to big business is, in turn, passed 
on to small business in the form of sub- 
contracts. 





Navy Olympic Trials 

The Navy has announced the 12 events 
that Navy and Marine Corps personnel 
may enter in the 1952 Olympic Trials and 
the policy governing such entry. 

The sixth Olympic Winter Games will 
be held at Oslo, Norway, 14-25 Feb., 1952, 
and the Fifteenth Olympiad at Helsinki, 
Finland, 19 July-3 Aug., 1952. 

The events named by the Navy are 
boxing, equestrian, fencing, gymnastics, 
modern pentathlon, rowing, skiing, shoot- 
ing (rifle and pistol), swimming, track 
and field, weight lifting and wrestling. 
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Army Tells Plan To 


Test New Uniform 

The Army will begin testing in Decem- 
ber a new experimental winter general 
wear uniform of greenish-gray color, con- 
sisting of coat, trousers and service cap. 

At the same time, the Army confirmed 
officially the disclosure in the 15 Sept. 
issue of THE JOURNAL that distinctive 
clothing items for infantrymen would 
also be field tested. 

The service test of a new Army experi- 
mental uniform will be conducted by two 
battalions of the 3d Infantry Regiment. 
One of the battalions selected for the 
test is stationed at Ft. McNair, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and the other is at Ft. Myer, 
Va. 

Designed by the Army Quartermaster 
Corps, this uniform is of 16-ounce serge 
blended of 85 per cent wool and 15 per 
cent nylon, which is the same composi- 
tion as the OD-33 serge presently used 
in the manufacture of Army winter serv- 
ice uniforms. 

Under present plans, each of the 1,200 
servicemen comprising the two battalions 
will be issued two of the experimental 
uniforms. During the test period, which 
will extend throughout next winter and 
possibly the succeeding winter, the new 
uniforms will be observed for serviceabil- 
ity, appearance, and general acceptabil- 
ity. 

The experimental uniform eliminates 
the service jacket of the present uniform, 
usually referred to as the Eisenhower 
jacket. The jacket would be replaced by 
a service coat, similar to the garment 
worn before the jacket was adopted. The 
new coat, however, is of improved de- 
sign and fit. It retains the lapels, is semi- 
form fitting, and has four pockets, the 
upper two being patch pockets with 
vertical pleats. No belt is presently con- 
templated. Insignia, chevrons, and serv- 
ice stripes will be re-designed. 

During the test period, poplin shirting 
in a harmonizing color will be worn with 
the uniform. The present low-quarter 
shoes will be darkended to a deep russet 
shade to match the darkened leather of 
the cap visor. 

Tentative selection of the greenish- 
gray shade to replace the OD-33 was made 
following a comprehensive study of ex- 
isting and proposed uniforms. With the 
adoption by the Army of a field and com- 
bat uniform, separate and distinct from 
the Army general wear uniform, it was 
no longer considered necessary to fol- 
low the present OD-33 shade which was 
originally selected for its camouflage 
properties and used both for field and 
service wear. 

Careful consideration of all possible 
colors for the new uniform was given 
by the Department of the Army Uniform 
Board before final selection of the neu- 
tral shade of deep greenish-gray. Only 
one color will be used for trimming, the 
gold shade of the buttons, and for en- 
listed men, gold chevrons.

In preliminary experimentation, the 
Quartermaster Corps submitted for Army 
staff consideration many colors in vari- 
ous shades of tan, gray, blue, green, and 
combinations. ‘The greenish-gray shade 
was selected for service testing as being 
the most suitable. 

New and distinctive uniform insignia 
for Infantrymen, featuring the tradition- 
al light blue, will be worn by the 3d 
Infantry Regiment during a trial period 
in November. 

Designed to emphasize the importance 
of the Infantry, and to accentuate its 
courage and sacrifice, the items to be 
tested are being considered for issue to 
all regularly assigned members of the 
Infantry. The distinctive items to be 
tested include insignia for garrison caps 
and service caps, lapels, a neck scarf, and 
a shoulder cord. 

These items, if approved, will be 
awarded during three stages of the ca- 
reer of an infantryman. Upon assignment 
to the Infantry, blue cord braid will be 
affixed to the upper edges of the garrison 
cap. 

After completion of basic and indi- 
vidual training, an Infantry blue patch 
will be attached to the front of the garri- 
son cap crown. At this stage in an In- 
fantryman’s career he will also be award- 
ed an Infantry blue band to be worn 
around the outer band of the service 
cap; service cap insignia hollowed out 
with Infantry blue background; lapel 
insignia with % inch rim of Infantry 
blue metal; and an Infantry blue neck 
scarf to wear as prescribed by the unit 
commander. These items will be pre- 
sented to the individual soldier at an 
appropriate ceremony. 

During periods of assignment to a 
“combat ready” Infantry battalion or 
regiment, a unit that has completed its 
training cycle and successfully passed the 
prescribed tests, the Infantry blue shoul- 
der cord will be authorized for wear. 

Under present plans it is expected that 
the blue scarf may be worn by Infantry 
officers under the same conditions gov- 
erning wear by Infantrymen. An Infan- 
try officer would be authorized to wear 
the shoulder cord during actual periods of 
duty with a “combat ready” unit. 





General Officer Board 


A selection Board will convene on or 
about 1 Nov. to recommend Army officers 
for appointment to permanent grades of 
Major General and Brigadier General. 

The following categories of officers will 
be considered by the selection boards: 

A. For permanent Major General. All 
permanent Brigadier Generals who will 
have completed 1 year of service in that 
permanent grade on 1 January 1952. 

B. For permanent Brigadier General. 
All permanent colonels who will have 
completed 1 year of service in that perma- 
nent grade on 1 January 1952. 
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New Post for General Ruffner 
Maj. Gen. Clark L. Ruffner, USA, has 
been designated Deputy Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense for International 
Security Affairs, effective 15 Oct. 

The former Commanding General of 
the Army’s 2d Infantry Division in 
Korea returned to the United States in 
August and was assigned to the Office of 
the Chief of Staff. 

In August 1950 shortly after the out- 
break of the Korean conflict, General 
Ruffner was ordered to Japan, where he 
became chief of staff of the X Corps. He 
organized the staff of the X Corps, serv- 
ing with it through the Inchon and Hung- 
nam campaigns, and won an Oak Leaf 
Cluster to the Silver Star for gallantry in 
action. He became Commanding General 
of the 2d Division on 14 Jan. 1951. 

General Ruffner holds the Distinguished 
Service Medal, the Silver Star Medal with 
Oak Leaf Cluster, the Legion of Merit 
with Oak Leaf Cluster, the Bronze Star 
Medal and the Air Medal with two Oak 
Leaf Clusters. 





Gen. Ridgway Hails Fund

Previously, National Guard service be. 
fore the passage of the National Defeng 
Act of 1916 was not considered “Federg) 
service” within the meaning of the Arm, 
and Air Force Vitalization and Retire 
ment Equalization Act of 1948. 

The Court pointed out that the 1948 ac 
provides, in Section 306, that “ ‘Federg) 
service’ shall be deemed to include aj) 
active Federal service and all service in; 
reserve component,” and additionally that 
“service in a reserve component shall con. 
sist of service in the following organiza. 
tions, inter alia, and shall be deemed t, 
be Federal service for the purposes of the 
act: (1) the National Guard of the United 
States; (2) the National Guard while in 
the service of the United States; (3) the 
federally recognized National Guard prior 
to 1933; and (4) a federally recognized 
status in National Guard prior to 1933,” 

Judge Benjamin H. Littleton, who de. 
livered the opinion of the Court, said, “We 
find nothing in the legislative history of 
the 1903, 1916, or the 1948 acts, of which 
we may validly take cognizance, which 
persuades us that Congress meant other 
than what it said in section 306.” 

The three plaintiffs, Maj. Gen. Willian 
G. Price, jr., and Brigadier Generals Fred- 
erick M. Waterbury and George McL 
Presson, in separate decisions, were held 
able to include the Guard service recog- 
nized by the Federal Government under 
the 1903 and 1916 acts in computing their 
years of service for the purposes of re. 
tired pay under the 1948 act. Entries of 
judgment were suspended pending receipt 
of reports from the General Accounting 
Office showing the amount due the plain- 
tiffs. Judge Joseph W. Madden dissented

Thermos Boots for Marines 


A new insulated rubber boot, tested at 
45 degrees below zero, is part of the cold 
weather gear going to combat Marines in 
Korea. 

The boots are to be supplied before 
there can be a repetition of frostbite 
which was such a crippling enemy in last 
winter’s campaign, the Marine Corps said. 
They operate on the principle of sealed 
insulation, similar to a thermos bottle. 

The boot is the result of research by the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

Such winter items as sleeping bags, in- 
cluding both woolen and the feather and 
down-filled mountain type; inflatable in- 
sulated mattress; woolen blankets; under- 
wear; shirts; caps with earflaps; coats; 
jackets; gloves; socks; parkas; and muf- 
flers, are being distributed to all United 
Nations troops in Korea by the Army. 

Not only have new supplies been sent 
to Korea, but last winter’s equipment has 
been renovated and cleaned by the Army 
supply section to provide ample clothing 
to keep fighting men warm. 


Marine Generals Retire 


The Marine Corps this week announced 
the retirement of three general officers, 
each with more than 30 years of active 
service. They are Brigadier Generals 
William L. McKittrick, Ivan W. Miller 
and John Halla. 

General McKittrick, 54, Deputy Com- 
mander, Air, Fleet Marine Force, Atlantic 
and Second Marine Aircraft Wing, was 
advanced to the rank of major general 
for having been specially commended in 
combat. He was born 30 June 1897 in 
Pelzer, S. C., and is a graduate of the 
Citadel at Charleston. He enlisted in the 
Marine Corps in March 1918 and was 
commissioned a second lieutenant nine 
months later. 

General Miller, 53, Deputy Commander 
and Chief of Staff, Fleet Marine Force, 
Pacific, participated in World War II cam- 
paigns at Saipan, Guam and Okinawa. 
He was born on 16 July 1898 in Ver- 
sailles, Ohio, and attended Ohio Wes- 
leyan University before entering the 
Naval Academy in 1916. He was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps in 1920. 

General Halla, 54, Chief of the Marine 
Corps Disbursing Branch, was born in 
River Edge, N. J. 19 Sept 1897. He en- 
listed in the Marine Corps in 1917 and 
was commissioned a second lieutenant 
the following year. He is an SDO officer. 

Both General McKittrick and Miller 
are Naval Aviators. All three of the offi- 
cers were retired at their own request. 





“Bottled Up” Marine Bill 


Representative Paul B. Dague, (R-Pa,) 
declared this week that the bill to in. 
crease the size of the Marine Corps “is 
apparently bottled up with no prospect of 
its reaching | the floor for action during 
this session.’ 

The expansion bill has been on the 
agenda of the House Rules Committee for 
several months. 

Dague expressed the hope that the 
measure “will be reported favorably to 
the floor without further delay,” but he 
said that “if it cannot be acted upon at 
this session” he hopes it “will be given 
priority for speedy consideration” when 
Congress reconvenes in January. 

He said the “primary concern” of 
House members who are former Marines 
“and who have an understandable inter. 
est in the future of the Corps has not so 
much to do with our differences with the 
Senate on details, which can undoubtedly 
be reconciled,” as it has with the fact that 
this important legislation is apparently 
“bottled up.” 

The legislation would fix Marine 
strength at not less than 400,000. House 
provisions would place the Commandant 
of the Marine Corps on the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, whereas the Senate-passed bill 
would make the Commandant a consult- 
ant to the Joint Chiefs. 

Representative Dague said he was con- 
cerned about “the delay in bringing to this 
floor the bill which will provide for the 
necessary expansion” of the Marine 
Corps, and elevate the Commandant, “as 
the one who knows more about amphibi- 
ous operations than any other person,” 
to the JCS.

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Begin Air Reserve Survey 


The Air Force began test surveys in 
Texas and California on 1 Oct. as part 
of its new long range program for Re- 
serve officers and airmen. This will mark 
the first step in a nation-wide inventory 
of all Air Reservists still in civilian life. 

The inventory which was initiated by 
Assistant Air Force Secretary Eugene M. 
Zuckert, is expected to provide current 
information concerning dependents, occu- 
pations, skills and physical condition of 
all Reservists. 

Special personnel teams from the Four- 
teenth Air Force will personally inter- 
view all Air Reservists residing in Dallas, 
Texas. 

In California, the survey will be con- 
ducted by mail by Headquarters, Fourth 
Air Force, and will be limited to members 
of the Volunteer Air Reserve residing in 
San Francisco, San Jose, and Fresno 
counties. 

Comparison of the two methods of ob- 
taining information, including costs and 
public cooperation, will be evaluated by 
the Air Force in mapping plans for the 
nation-wide inventory of Reservists. 

The surveys are under the supervision 
of the Continental Air Command headed 
by Maj. Gen. Willis H. Hale, USAF. 





Tells of Korean Actions 


A report on Air Force operations in 
Korea and a warning regarding the in- 
creased strength and effectiveness of the 
Communist Chinese Air Force featured 
the 4 Oct. address of Maj. Walter E. 
Todd, USAF, before the Aviation Writers 
Association in New York City. 

General Todd, Assistant for Program- 
ming to the Deputy Chief of Staff, Op- 
ertaions, at USAF Headquarters, related 
that in 15 months of Korean fighting, 
aircraft under operational control of the 
Far East Air Forces flew 289,351 sorties. 

During this time, 298 planes of all types 
were lost to enemy fire. 

General Todd told the aviation writers 
that from 1. Nov. 1950 when the Russian- 
built MIG-15 first made its appearance 
through 30 Sept. 1951, the U.N. had lost 
17 jet aircraft to enemy air-to-air action 
and destroyed 99 enemy jets, all MIG-15’s, 
during the same period. 

Continuing his report of the action in 
Korea, General Todd said: 

“In September 1951 we lost 14 aircraft 
to enemy ground fire, but this was less 
than might be expected of an air force 
flying approximately 25,000 sorties during 
the same period—most of them against 
ground targets, below 500 feet altitude, 
and in the face of heavy automatic weap- 
ons fire. 

“But—and let me repeat but—there has 
been a step up in enemy air activity. 
The jet losses the enemy is willing to 
sustain suggests that plenty of jets are 
available to the enemy. Fully 1,200 air- 
craft, as many as one half of which may 
be jets, are available to the Communist 


Chinese. We know there is an intensive | 


operational training program in the Com- 
munist Chinese Air Force, and there is an 
apparent determination to defend the 
Yalu River border. Some observers be- 
lieve there is a possible intention on the 
part of the Communists, of increasing 
their jet strength to the point where they 
can challenge our air superiority and 
subsequently provide their ground forces 
with the air support they have been 
promised, but which has not yet been 


| delivered.”

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Awarded Retirement Pay 


A retired Army officer, Col. Furman 
Gulick Spencer, was awarded $18,930.70 
in back retirement pay this week in a 
decision handed down by the U. S. Court 
of Claims. 

Colonel Spencer has sued to recover 
disability retirement pay for the period 
between 4 Oct. 1944 and 31 Dec. 1949, as 
a Reserve Army officer on the ground 
that he was certified by the Secretary of 
War to the Veteran’s Administration for 
disability retirement pay. He had been 
found by an Army Retiring Board to be 
suffering from arterial hypertension 
which permanently incapacitated him 
and was an incident of the service. These 
findings were approved by the Secretary 
of War but were revoked by him five 
months later “in view of additional evi- 
dence” (an earlier report of a Vet- 
eran’s Administration examination which 
showed that Colonel Spencer had suf- 
fered from hypertension prior to his 
acceptance of active service). 

In the opinion of the court, delivered 
by Judge Benjamin H. Littleton, the re- 
sults of the VA examination “did not 
constitute newly discovered evidence of 
a nature sufficient to justify a reversal 
of the Board’s finding.” The Court said 
“the action of the Secretary of War... 
was final and conclusive and no justifica- 
tion exists for the action of the Secre- 
tary in revoking plaintiff's retirement 
orders.” 

It was pointed out that “Ordinarily, 
where a government official is empow- 
ered by statute to do a particular act 
which would otherwise be outside the 
scope of his authority, such power, once 
exercised, is deemed exhausted and can- 
not be exercised again. The person pos- 
sessing such a power is thereafter functus 
officio.” 

Chief Judge Marvin Jones and Judge 
Evan Howell concurred in the opinion 
of the Court. Judges Joseph W. Madden 
and Samuel E. Whitaker dissented. 

Judge Madden stated that “the decision 
of the court is supported by strong 
precedents, but I think the time has 
come to reexamine the precedents and 
to attempt to develop a doctrine in keep- 
ing with current military conditions.” 
He argued that the authorities who have 
the right to decide such questions should 
also have the right to correct any wrong 
decisions which they make. 

Attorney for Colonel Spencer was Mr. 
Thomas H. King. 

In a similar case, Maj. Keith Carlin, 
AAF, AUS, was awarded six years back 
retirement pay amounting to about $14,- 
500. Major Carlin had been certified for 
retirement and retired pay by the Secre- 
tary of War upon the findings of an Army 
Retiring Board and this certification was 
later revoked. The Court ruled that in 
the case of Colonel Spencer the conclu- 
sion was reached “that such orders are 
final under Army Regulations, and can 
be reopened only upon a showing of 
fraud, substantial new evidence, mistake 
of law, or mathematical miscalculation.”

Atom Air Power 

Because the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion “is on the threshhold of greatly in- 
creased production,” the Air Force can 
now plan “toward a wider use of atomic 
weapons against enemy ground troops 
as well as against more concentrated 
targets,’ General Nathan F. Twining, 
USAF, declared this week. 


General Twining, Air Force Vice Chief 
of Staff, told the annual dinner of the 





Boston Stock Exchange on 24 Sept. that | 


“the combination of air power and atomic 
power has introduced the most revolu- 
tionary period in the entire history of 
warfare ... An air campaign,” he de- 
clared, “can now be as destructive as the 
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most bitterly fought surface invasion and 
in a much shorter period of time.” 

General Twining said that the effec- 
tiveness of atomic weapons has been im- 
proved by new methods of construction. 
He reported that “it will also be possible 
to carry some atomic weapons im smaller 
planes.” 

“Our ability to do this,” said General 
Twining, “will provide us with greater 
versatility in our atomic attack.” 

He added, however, that the medium 
bomber, especially the jet bomber, “is the 
most reliable vehicle for delivering the 
most effective bombs against targets 
within medium bomber range.”

An Enduring Industrial Preparedness. The 
proposal put forward this week by Mr. C. E. 
Wilson, president of General Motors, for a sys- 
tem of “dual-purpose” plants capable of produc- 
tion for either defense or civilian purposes, or 
both, appears to be the solution of a practical 
industrial expert to the production phase of the 
“enduring system of National Defense” sought 
by former Secretary of Defense George C. Mar- 
shall, 

General Marshall, appalled by the costly and 
inefficient fluctuations in our state of prepared- 
uess, felt that the establishment of a system of 
Universal Military Training would give stability 
to the reserve of trained manpower. For the pro- 
duction of weapons and war supplies, he sought 
to use the current build-up not only to produce 
materials, but to expand the bases of production 
so that we would emerge from the program with 
appreciably increased war production facilities. 

Mr. Wilson unfolded his plan before the 33- 
year-old American Ordnance Association, com- 
posed of leading industrialists working volun- 
tarily for the improvement of our system of 
defense production. He recalled the wastefulness 
in building huge plants specifically for the pro- 
duction cf military airplanes, weapons, etc., and 
then abandoning them when the emergency is 
over. Mr. Wilson proposed that plants be de- 
signed, equipped, and staffed with workers in 
such a way that each could be used wholly for 
war production, wholly for civilian production, 
or partially for each. Such a plant would be 
readily convertible from one purpose to the other. 
Furthermore, it would contribute to stability in 
skilled labor during periods of conversion from 
one phase to the other. Both Mr. Wilson and his 
audience being of practical minds, he illustrated 
his plan with large drawings showing how a plant 
can be used for the production of jet engines and 
of automobile body stampings and others demon- 
strating a set-up for the assembly of airplanes 
and automobiles. 

The proposal should be given prompt and de- 
tailed study. Certainly, with men of Mr. Wilson’s 
vast experience and willingness to devote their 
time to solving this vital problem, an answer can 
be worked out to provide an enduring system of 
industrial preparedness, which with the estab- 
lishment of UMT will give stability and effective- 
ness to our national security. 


Service Pay. Once having taken hold of the 
pay problem, the Department of Defense has 
acted with virtually unprecedented speed. With 
the backing of Secretary Robert A. Lovett, As- 
aistant Secretary Anna M. Rosenberg moved 
ewiftly to the White House and the Bureau of 
the Budget, winning approval in both places. The 
next step is to get a military pay raise taken up 
by the Armed Services Committees of the House 
and Senate and winning over the leadership in 
both houses. To this end Mrs. Rosenberg already 
has opened discussions at the Capitol. 

If Congress can move with like alacrity, it 
will be possible to get the pay increase passed 
this session. 


Survivor Benefits. The Department’s pro- 
posed bill for the establishment of a pay-as-you- 
go system of survivor benefits for Service person- 
nel is definitely out for this session of Congress. 
The Committee, however, has forecast its prob- 
able action by drafting and introducing a revised 
bff] which it will take up in January. The new 
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version follows the Department’s plan closely in 
that it is to be supported entirely by deductions 
from the pay of Service personnel and thus costs 
the government nothing. 

Technical changes have been made in the draft, 
but the major new development is the inclusion 
of a provision that the Federal Employee Com- 
pensation benefits, to which some categories of 
Reserves are now entitled, will be withdrawn

Loss of Re-enlistment Allowance

In 1933 when the 15% pay cut went into effect along 
with stoppage of re-enlistment allowance and cut Ip 
clothing allowance, the fortunate people whose ef 
listment was up and did re-enlist on or before 30 June 
1933 received their re-enlistment allowance, then when 
they re-enlisted in 1936 and in 1939 they did not re 
ceive a re-enlistment allowance.

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HE White House announced this week that Russia had recently exploded another 

atomic bomb. Two years ago the President announced that Russia had achieved 
an atomic explosion, without identifying it as that of an atomic bomb. The reference 
to another bomb in the current statement indicates that the first explosion has 
now been definitely identified as that of an atomic bomb. The statement of the 
White House said, in part: 

“Another atomic bomb has recently been exploded within the Soviet Union. 
In spite of Soviet pretensions that their atomic program is being directed exclu- 
sively toward peaceful purposes, this event confirms again that the Soviet Union is 
continuing to make atomic weapons.” 

The statement stressed “the necessity for that effective and enforceable control 
of atomic energy which the United States and the large majority of the members 
of the United Nations support.” It added that further details concerning the Russian 
atomic explosion could not be given “without adversely affecting our national se- 
surity interests.” It is assumed by observers that this new atomic explosion in 
Russia was made in testing atomic bombs of a new type, indicating progress in the 
Soviet atomic program. There was no suggestion as to the source of the information 
relative to the explosion, but it has been generally assumed that scientific means 
have been developed for detecting such a detonation, irrespective of its location. 

The Communist high command in Korea this week definitely rejected the 
United Nations proposal that armistice negotiations be reopened at a village seven 
miles southeast of Kaesong. Immediately after receiving this rejection note from 
the Reds, General Matthew Ridgway, USA, Commander-in-Chief of United Nat 
Forces, suggested that the conference be resumed at 
to be designated by the Communists. 

General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
was in Korea this week, said that rejection by the Reds of the United Nations re- 
quest that future talks be held at a village in no man’s land, seven miles southeast 
of Kaesong, would not necessarily end all hopes for a truce. It would depend, he 
said, on what might be proposed by the Communists.

The Security Council by a vote of 9 to 2 agreed to consider the British-Iranian 
dispute, with Russia and Yugoslavia dissenting. However, further action 
ferred for ten days to permit Premier Mohammed Mossadegh to fly to New York from 
Teheran to present the case for Iran. Sir Gladwyn Jebb, Chief British delegate to 
the United Nations, addressing the Security Council, assailed the arbitrary 
{ran in seizing the oil properties, and in refusing to carry out contractural obliga- 
tions. The Russian delegate in opposing consideration argued that the question is 
4a domestic issue of internal administration by the Iranian government, and outside 
the scope of the United Nations. 

Under a British-Iranian treaty, disputes between the two countries are to Lb: 
resolved by the World Court. However, when the British appealed to the court in 
this case the Iranian government contended that this tribunal was not authorized 
‘o pass on it. The court appeared to hold otherwise, and suggested an interim 
arrangement whereby oil production would be continued pending final adjudication 
This proposal was angrily rejected by Iran. The British now want the Security 
Vouncil to rule that Iran should accept this judgment. Presumably a majority of 
- Council will support the British position. However, this will avail little, since | 
“ussia is sure to veto any such conclusion. The advantage, if any, of bringing the 
matter before the Council will be to provide a little more time, during which there 
may be a remote chance that a diplomatic solution might be reached. 

In the meantime, Russia is taking prompt advantage of the situation to try to 
Wing Iran within the Communist orbit. The Soviet ambassador to Iran this week 
called on the premier and offered Russian aid in the present economic plight of 
that country, promising to supply sugar and other essential commodities recently

Draft Reserve Promotion Law — Acting upon a directive from the Secre- 
tary of Defense, officials of all Uniformed Services are now at work on the drafting 
of a comprehensive piece of legislation to provide a long-range Reserve officer pro- 
motion policy. This bill is slated to reach Capitol Hill by 1 Feb. 1952. 

Although all conclusions definitely are still in the tentative stage, with many 
changes likely, Tur JouRNAL has been able to obtain from Reserve officials the fol- 
lowing major points of reference in the Army’s planning for future Reserve pro- 
motions. 

What is likely, since the bill will look ahead to a long-range Reserve program, 
is the establishment of a specific officer strength authorization, which would be 
broken down to a percentage grade distribution. The Secretary of the Army then 
would prescribe that there should be a certain percentage of second lieutenants 
and similarly a specific percentage of general officers. 

It is to be emphasized that in all the work which has been done on this legis- 
lation, Reserve officers have participated prominently. Also, such organizations as 
the Reserve Officers Association and the National Guard Association are being kept 
advised of tentative conclusions. 

The present Army thinking is that only those in the Ready Reserve or who 
have active status in the Standy Reserve should be eligible for promotion, with 
advancement dependent upon completion of a prescribed number of creditable 
years of service (50 points as provided in Public Law 810 of the 80th Congress). 

If present planning obtains, the likelihood is that three years satisfactory serv- 
ice would result in promotion from second lieutenant to captain. This advancement 
would be automatic. 

For promotion to captain, major and lieutenant colonel, satisfactory completion 
4 and 7 years in grade would be a requisite for advancement. 

Except for advancement to first lieutenant, all promotions would be made by 
selection boards, these boards to meet at least once a year. For selections through 
lieutenant colonel, the “fully qualified” or “best qualified” method of selection would 
be used, but advancement to colonel would depend upon “best qualified” selection. 

It is planned that when “best qualified” method is used for promotion to captain, 
major and lieutenant colonel, at least 80 per cent of those considered for each 
grade must be selected. 

Just as for Regular officers, two pass-overs for promotion would mean elimina- 
ion from an active status, although, again as for Regulars, pass-overs to colonel 
would not count. 

The Army would permit those with 18 years’ service to serve two more years, 
even after two pass-overs, in order to qualify for Public Law 810 retirement bene- 
fits, which are dependent upon completion of 20 years’ creditable service. 

Also, the tentative proposals are to eliminate from active Reserve status those 
colonels with 30 years’ service or 5 years in grade, whichever is later, and lieu- 
tenant colonels with 28 years’ service or 5 years in grade. 

Those who fail to earn consecutive satisfactory years-in-grade without good 
reasons or in any event who fail three years in a row to obtain sufficient credits 
(50 points) would be eliminated also. 

When an excess number of officers exist in any grade, a selection board could 
recommend retirement of a number who have 20 years’ satisfactory service. 

The Army plans to recall officers only in their Reserve grades. If promoted 
in the Reserve after entry on active duty, the officer would serve in the higher 


of 3, 


Reserve grade 

Fundamentally, the Army plan would parallel the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947, wherever practicable. Obviously, because there are basic differences in the 
military careers of Regular and Reserve officers, there will be differences in the 
two promotion laws. But insofar as possible, the Army wants to put Regular and 
Reserve officers in an equal status as regards advancement through the various ranks. 

The planning reported in this article undoubtedly will be modified in some 
respects before the actual legislation reaches Congress, following coordination among 
all the Services. But from the fact that this much information already has been 
made known, it is obvious that the Army is keeping the Reservists groups fully 
informed of developments prior to the transmittal of a finished bill to Congress 


Blondes Safest in A-Bomb Blast —aAt last, all of the blue-eyed, fair-haired 
people are going to get even for those bad cases of sunburn which they get on the 
beach while their darker brethren safely absorb the sunshine. A researcher at the 
Air Force School of Aviation Medicine, Dr. Konrad J. K. Buettner, reports that 
light-skinned men and women will be safer in an atom bomb blast than will the dark- 
skinned persons. 

The reason? Experiments show that white skin reflects 40 per cent of the 
heat rays to which a man or woman would be exposed in an -atomic explosion. 
Black skin reflects only 10 per cent. Thus, nearly the full force of the bomb’s radi- 
ation is absorbed by a dark-skinned per3on, while the light-skinned individual absorbs 


‘less than two-thirds of the radiant heat. 


CMH Winner Assigned—WOJG Charles L. McGaha, winner of the Nation’s 
highest award, the Congressional Medal of Honor, for heroic action in the Philip- 
pines during World War II was assigned to the 325th Airborne Infantry of the 
82d Airborne Division at Ft. Bragg, N. C., this week. This assignment again puts 
Mr. McGaha under the command of the officer who recommended him for the 
Medal of Honor, Col. Stanley R. Larson. At the time of the action leading to the 
award, Mr. McGaha was a member of the 35th Infantry Regiment, a unit of the 25th 
Infantry Division

Cold Weather “Hex’’—From Hokkaido, northernmost of the Japanese chain 
and close to Siberia, officials of the 45th Infantry Division report that wintry snows 
and ice winds will not halt field training. Maj. Therman Bouse, assistant division 
quartermaster, relates that utilization of the Hex Tent, a recent Army innovation, 
will permit important field training despite rigorous weather. 

Described as a winter cousin of the famous pup tent, the Hex Tent sleeps five 
instead of two and keeps occupants warm in sub-zero temperatures. Major Bouse 
helped design the tent in 1946-47, when he was with the Quartermaster research 
and development branch in Washington. He slept in the tent in 63-degrees-below- 
zero weather with Task Force Frigid in Alaska in 1947, and vouches for its efficiency. 

Outstanding features are an inner, white lining which insulates and reflects 
light better than the usual olive drab color; aluminum tent pegs and center pole 
for lighter weight in carrying; and a small, gasoline Yukon stove. The tent also 
has a clothes line inside to dry wet clothing. The tent’s hexagonal (six-sided) teepee 
shafe withstands strong winds and sheds snow from the top. A ground cloth around 
the bottom keeps out cold wind, and keeps in warm air. 

There is no floor in the tent, but unlike the pup tent, it is high enough to 
stand in at the center. Mountain sleeping bags, which are similar to present wool 
snooze sacks except they have down-filled covers, will furnish warm beds. 


Navy Medical Department—Rear Adm. Lamont Pugh, Surgeon General of 
the Navy, has announced a six-day course of instruction in Medical Aspects of 
Special Weapons and Radio-active Isotopes to convene 26 Nov., at the Naval Medi- 
cal School, National Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. 

The course, the first in fiscal year 1952, conducted by the Commanding Officer 
of the Medical School is given primarily for the benefit of inactive medical depart- 
menf officers of the Naval Reserve. Problems most likely to be confronted by medical 
personnel and techniques to be employed by them in the field of radioactivity will 
be discussed during the instruction period. 

Medical, Dental, Medical Service Corps, and Nurse Corps Officers of the Inactive 
Reserve who reside in the Ist, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 8th and 9th Naval Districts and 
the Potomac River Naval Command desirous of these instructions should submit 
their request for the six-day period of training duty to the Commandant of their 
respective Naval District at once. 


Wemen’s Medical Specialist Corps—Col. Emma E. Vogel, chief of the 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, delivered the graduation address today, 6 Oct., 
before members of the women company officer’s course at the Medical Field Service 
School, Fort Sam Houston, Tex. This 24th class, since the course was inaugurated 
has the largest enrollment of WMSC officers since World War II. 

Colonel Vogel will go to Chicago next week to preside over the WMSC section 
at the 1951 annual convention of the Association of Military Surgeons 8-10 Oct. 
Colonel Vogel has appointed Capt. Evelyn Girard as chairman of the program com- 
mittee for the section’s meeting. Captain Girard is WMSC procurement officer for 
the Fifth Army Area with headquarters in Chicago. 


From Tundra te Beach —Members of the 12th Fighter-Escort Wing have 
recently ranged from the tundra-like hills of Norway to England to the sunbathed 
semi-desert of North Africa in less than a month’s time, with a rapid transition 
from fur-lined jackets to bare backs. 

After a week’s air work in Norway, the 56lst Fighter Squadron spent a normal 
two weeks at its TDY station in Manson, England, and then turned southward to 
a small fringe of beach in North Africa—Wheelus AFB, Tripoli—for two weeks of 
gunnery and operations in desert regions. The squadron will return to England 
next week to be replaced at Wheelus by another of the Wing’s fighter squadrons, 
either the 559th or the 560th. 


Inceme Tax Exemption—House conferees on the revenue bill this week 
agreed to accept the Senate amendment which would extend until 1 Jan. 1954 the 
present special income tax exemptions for Service personnel in Korea. The House 
conferees also accepted the Senate amendment which would extend the combat 
exemption to those hospitalized because of wounds, disease, or injury incurred 
while in a combat zone. 
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New Reserve Bill Reported—The Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1951 (HR 
5426) was reported favorably this week by the House Armed Services Committee, 
Designed to smooth out many of the inequities in current Reserve legislation, the 
bill would classify the Reservists of all the services into three major groups: the 
Ready Reserve, the Stand-by Reserve and the Retired Reserve. 

The bill would implement Universal Military Training and a Defense Department 
program for more effective utilization of the reserve components. It does not change 
the status or substantially affect the National Guard or Air National Guard of the 
States, Territories and the District of Columbia. It does provide for uniform utiliza. 
tion of members of the NGUS and ANGUS when called into Federal service and 
provides the same benefits for National Guard and Air National Guard members 
as for those of other reserve components. 

Specific provisions of the bill, including an important uniform reimbursement 
allowance, are: 


1—The Ready Reserve (which replaces the present Organized Reserve) would 
be most liable for active duty and would be subject to call in time of war, or 
national emergency declared by the President or the Congress, or when otherwise 
authorized by law. Members could be ordered to perform active duty involuntarily 
for a period not to exceed 24 consecutive months. The Committee approved an 
amendment which provides that Congress shall determine the number to be so 
ordered to active duty, before the President issues the call-up order. 


2—The Stand-by Reserve (which replaces the Inactive and Volunteer groups) 
would be available for active duty only upon action by the Congress authorizing 
its call. Provisos, however, make possible the continued call-up of inactive and 
volunteer reservists “until a sufficiently large Reserve is established through Selec 
tive Service and UMT when authorized.” The Committee pointed out that “Due to 
the current world situation, it is impossible to maintain an effective source of 
replacement” in any other manner. 

3—The Retired Reserve would be a completely voluntary portion of the reserve 
components. It would include persons who may or may not be entitled to retirement 
pay but who have had “long and honorable service in the reserve components,’ 
and voluntarily elect to remain in the Retired Reserve. 

4—All persons who have an obligated period of Reserve service would be placed 
initially in the Ready Reserve unless they have served for four years on active duty 
or have served on active duty for 12 months during World War II and for a like 
period since the Korean war began. They would be transferred, upon application, 
to the Stand-by Reserve after completing three years of satisfactory training. In time 
of war or national emergency, they could be retained in the Ready Reserve. 


5—In order to eliminate inequalities in the reimbursement for uniforms, the 
bill provides a permanent uniform allowance system for all Reserve officers. It 
provides an initial allowance of $200, subject to deduction of any previous allowance; 
a maintenance allowance of $50 for each four years of satisfactory training; and an 
active-duty allowance, retroactive to 25 July 1950 of $100. 


6—Responsibility for Reserve affairs within the Departments would fall to 
designated Assistant or Under-Secretaries, in addition to a designated general or 
flag officer within each Department who would be responsible to the top military 
officer. 


Air Line Pilots—tThe air line pilot considers himself an integral part of our 
National Defense structure, declared Mr. Clarence N. Sayen, president of the Air 
Line Pilots Association, in his first public statement since assuming office. Mr. 
Sayen’s address was made at a luncheon meeting of the Washington area of the 
Aviation Writers Association, presided over by Mr. James J. Haggerty, jr., national 
president of AWA. Mr. Sayen said that the place of the air line pilot in National 
Defense was demonstrated once again in the Korean airlift and in the present 
mobilization program. 


Selective Service For AF?—The Air Force may be forced to utilize Selec 
tive Service to meet new manpower needs, Maj. Gen. Walter E. Todd, USAF, 
Assistant for Programming, told the New York area Aviation Writers Association 
on 4 Oct. 

Said General Todd: “Our needs in personnel are still being met by voluntary 
enlistment of airmen and direct procurement of officers, but Selective Service, the 
Air Force ROTC and the vigorous Ready Reserve program recently instituted may 
be needed to meet the manpower needs of our program.” 

The Army used Selective Service exclusively among the Services until recent 
months when the Marine Corps employed the draft to fill its ranks. Should the 
Air Force resort to Selective Service, there is a possibility the Department of 
Defense might make the draft applicable across the board to all of the Armed 
Forces an action which has had long-standing Army support. 


Ships of the Fleet—The Pearl Harbor based submarine Tilefish received 
a new skipper recently when Lt. Comdr. Giles F. Bunn, jr., relieved Comdr. Jacob 
J. Vandegrift, jr. 

The USS Taluga, veteran fleet oiler of World War LU, recently reassigned from 
MSTS to the control of the Commander Service Force, U. S. Pacific Fleet, was 
given its first administrative inspection recently by Rear Adm. Francis C. Dene 
brink, Commander Service Force, Pacific Fleet. The Talugu, commanded by Comdr. 
E. E. Seegroves, is of the USS Cimmaron class and is a sister ship of the USS 
Tolvania, which was also reassigned from MSTS to ComServPac last month. 

Four destroyers all Korean war veterans, have arrived on the West Coast from 
the Far East. They are the Bausell, Anderson, Agerholm and Rogers. The de 
stroyers, which comprise Division 12, are commanded by Comdr. Benjamin B. 
Cheatham. Skippers of the ships are: Bausell, Comdr. T. G. Burley, jr.; Anderson, 
Comdr. F. R. Whitby, jr.; Agerholm, Comdr. Gordon B. Williams, and Rogers, Comdr. 
Robert W. Clark. The submarine Queenfish, commanded by Comdr. J. E. Hukor, 
accompanied the four other ships as far as Pearl Harbor, her permanent home basé. 

Rear Adm. W. G. Tomlinson is currently commanding Task Force 77 off Korea, 
aboard the Bon Homme Richard which has replaced the slightly-damaged carrier 
Essex, which has left Korean waters for resupply, refuel and repair operations. 

Task Force 95, the UN Blockading and Escort Force, continued bombardment 
of Communist cities. Ships participating in the incessant pounding are the de 
stroyers Orleck, Yarnall, Parks and Boyd, the heavy cruiser Toledo, and several 
LSMR rocket ships. The destroyer Perkins, has been assisting the advance of Allied 
soldiers in the Kosong sector.

Ninety-five per cent of all officers and 
a large percentage of enlisted men of the 
recently alerted 37th and 44th National 
Guard Infantry Divisions will receive ap- 
propriate military school training on a 
yoluntary basis before the divisions are 
called to active duty early next year.

Some 5,000 officers and enlisted men, 
including virtually all key personnel of 
the two divisions, have voluntarily ap- 
plied for specialist training at Army 
Service Schools, Maj.

Fleming, Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, reported. “In an unprecedented 
effort to increase their combat readi- 
ness,” General Fleming said, “they will 


' take courses in about 70 subjects cover- 


ing their military specialists and divi- 
sional assignments under a new program 
established by the Army Field Forces 
and the National Guard Bureau.” 

The program was established as a re- 
sult of experience with the six National 
Guard Divisions previously ordered to 
active duty. General Fleming said. It

Reorganize OQMG 


Reorganization of the Office of The 
Quartermaster General of the Army, to 
expedite the Quartermaster’s Corps ex- 
panding supply activities and facilitate 
its intricate relationship with American 
industry, was announced this week. 

Directed by Maj. Gen. George A. 
Horkan, USA, Acting, The Quartermaster 
General, the reorgazination is based upon 
months of study. It represents a natural 
structural evolution of the Office of the 
Quartermaster General to meet increas- 
ing logistical problems imposed by the 
Korean conflict and stepped-up national 
defense. 

The reorganization is designed to em- 
body, within the limits of military con-

siderations, the most advanced manage- | 


ment concepts of private industry, with 
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which the Quartermaster Corps conducts 
a 3 to 4 billion dollar annual business. 
It will be accomplished gradually over a 
four to six months period and will be 
phased to avoid disruption of routine 
activities. 

The new plan provides for a Deputy, 
The Quartermaster General, in lieu of the 
present Special Assistant to The Quarter- 
master General, together with two senior 
assistants, The Quartermaster General. 
All will hold the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral. 

The Deputy, The Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, will have executive supervision over 
all operations of the Office of The Quar- 
termaster General. One of the Assistants 
will have staff supervision over matters 
in the area of administration, particularly 
including functions of the Administra- 
tive, Personnel and Training, Budget and 
Fiscal, Memorial, and Food Service Divi- 
sions. The other Assistant will have staff 
supervision over operational matters, 
particularly including functions of the 
Military Planning, Supply, and Field 
Service Divisions. 

Specific purpose of this first phase of 
the reorganization is to enable The 
Quartermaser General to give maximum 
attention to integrating Quartermaster 
Corps operations with those of the rest 
of the Armed Forces and to insuring 
fullest cooperation of the Quartermaster 
Corps with other Governmental agencies 
and with American industry in meeting 
national defense supply needs. 

Announcement also was made of the 





general officers who will initially fill the 
above top positions. 

Brig. Gen. Howard L. Peckham, USA, 
now Commanding General, New York 
Quartermaster Procurement Agency, will 
become Acting Deputy, The Quartermas- 
ter General. General Peckham will 
be replaced as Commanding General, 
New York Quartermaster Procurement 
Agency, by Brig. Gen. Robert P. Hollis, 
USA, now Chief, Supply Division, Office 
of The Quartermaster General. It is ex- 
pected that these reassignments will be 
accomplished within the next six weeks. 

Brig. Gen. Arthur L. Marshall, USA, 
formerly Chief, Budget and Fiscal Divi- 
sion, Office of The Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, and Brig. Gen. Ira K. Evans, USA, 
formerly Deputy Chief, Quartermaster 
Division, European Command, are named 
Acting Assistants, The Quartermaster 
General, effective immediately. General 
Marshall will supervise administrative 
activities and General Evans will super- 
vise operational activities. 

In selecting these officers to fill these 
top positions, General Horkan called at- 
tention to their long experience and 
proven abilities in dealing with broad 
Quartermaster problems. He pointed out, 
particularly, that General Peckham has 
been selected as Acting Deputy, The 
Quartermaster General, because of his 
intimate understanding and appreciation 
of the complex problems faced by pri- 
vate industry in supplying Quartermas- 
ter requirements. 

Reorganization of the Office of The 
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Quartermaster General also envisions 
establishment of a Research Division, 
which will assume functions of the Re- 
search and Development Branch and 
Heraldic Branch of the present Military 
Planning Division, and the creation of an 
Office of Plans, which would assume the 
remaining functions of the preesnt Mili- 
tary Planning Division. 

Also envisioned under the reorganiza- 
tion plan is the establishment of a Pro- 
curement Division and a Distribution 
Division, to share the functions of the 
present Supply Division. 

No dates have been fixed for the ac- 
complishment of these last two phases 
of the reorganization.

Gen. Stratemeyer to Retire 

Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, USA, 
who was stricken with a heart attack 
last May when he was Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Far East Air Forces, will re- 
turn from Japan in November for retire- 
ment after 36 years of military service. 

After his return, and while awaiting 
orders retiring him for physical disabil- 
ity, General Stratemeyer will continue 
his recuperation at Winter Park, Fla. 
Mrs. Stratemeyer will accompany the 
General from Japan aboard the trans- 
port, USNS General E. D. Patrick. He will 
be 61 years old on 24 Nov. 

General Stratemeyer had been Command- 
ing General of the Far East Air Forces since 








April, 1949. He was awarded the Distip- 
guished Service Cross for acts of heroism dur. 
ing the early days of the Korean confict 
when he personally went to the most ad. 
vanced infantry positions to direct cloge 
aerial suport of the Eighth Army. He algo 
flew reconnaissance missions over advanced 
airfields, under attack by the enemy, to 
plan the most effective use of his combat air 
forces in the initial defensive action. 

General Stratemeyer was graduated from 
the U.S. Military Academy in 1915 and as- 
signed to the Seventh Infantry in Texas. 4 
year later he began his career as an aviation 
officer when he was detailed to flying train- 
ing. 

During World War II, General Stratemeyer 
was Chief of the Air Staff from June of 1942 
until August 1943 when he became Com- 
manding General of the India-Burma Sector, 
and then Commanding General of the AAF 
in the India-Burma theater. In July, 1945, 
he was named commander of the AAF ip 
the China theater with headquarters at 
Chungking. 

Early in 1946, General Stratemeyer was 
named commander of the Air Defense Com- 
mand. Two years later he was appointed 
commanding general of the Continental Air 
Command where he remained until his Far 
East assignment. 

In addition to the Distinguished Service 
Cross, General Stratemeyer holds the Distin- 
guished Service Medal with two clusters, 
the Distinguished Flying Cross, and a number 
of foreign decorations including the British 
Order of the Companion of the Bath and 
the Chinese Special Tashou Cloud Banner, 

General Stratemeyer was succeeded as 
Commanding General of the Far East Air 
Forces in May by Lieut. Gen. O. P. Wey- 
land, USAF.

Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, USA-Ret. 


Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, USA-Ret., 
president of the Empire State, Inc., died 
of a heart attack in his office in the Em- 
pire State Building, New York City, 3 
Oct. 

General Drum, whose dramatic Army 
career of 45 years’ span included service as 
Chief of Staff of the Ist Army of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces in World War I; 
Deputy Chief of Staff under General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur, 1933-35; and Com- 
manding General of the Eastern Defense 
Command, and of the Ist Army with head- 
quarters at Governors Island from 1940 to 
1943, when as the senior lieutenant general, 
he retired from active duty. 

Born at old Ft. Brady, Mich., 19 Sept. 
1879, to Capt. John Drum and Margaret Des- 
mond Drum, he enrolled at Boston College 
to prepare for entrance to the U.S. Military 
Academy. However, when President McKin- 
ley offered him a commision as a 2d lieu- 
tenant of Infantry, he accepted it in lieu of 
attending the Military Academy and entered 
the Army, 9 Sept 1898, just prior to his 19th 
birthday. This presidential commission was 
granted in honor of his father, who had been 
killed in the Battle of San Juan in Cuba, 
during he Spanish-American War. 

Young Drum saw his first combat action 
in the Philippines, when he fought against 
Aquinaldo, then leading an _ insurrection 





against the United States, and it was ther 
that he received the Silver Star for gallantr, 
in action. In 1914, he served as Assistam 
Chief of Staff to Maj. Gen. Frederick Fyp. 
ston in the occupation of Vera Cruz, Mexico 
and it was General Drum who organized the 
Mexican border defenses and drew up the 
plan of operations later followed by the then 
Brig. Gen. John J, Pershing in his pursuit 
of Pancho Villa. In 1917, General Drum wa; 
selected as one of the small group of officers 
to accompany General Pershing to France 
to lay the groundwork for the A.E.F. 

In the years following World War I, Gen. 
eral Drum served as Commander of the 
Hawaiian Department, Honolulu, and the 24 
Army in Chicago, besides the ist Army at 
Governors Island. 

He held the Distinguished Service Meda) 
In addition to the Silver Star, and his foreign 
decorations included the French Legion of 
Honor and Croix de Guerre, the Order of the 
Crown of both Belgium and Italy and the 
Norwegian Royal Order of St. Olaf. 

General Drum is survived by his widow 
Mrs. Mary Reaume Drum; a daughter, Mrs 
Thomas H. Johnson of New York; and one 
grandson, Hugh Drum Johnson. 

At 10 A. M. today, Cardinal Francis Spel) 
man will offer a solemn requiem mass for 
General Drum, at the main altar of St. Pat 
rick’s Cathedral, New York. This wil! he 
followed on 8 October by services and buria 
at Arlington National Cemetery, Washing 
ton, D.C.

W. O. Promotions 
(Continued from First Page) 
proposed warrant officer structure for 
each of the Services are reported sepa- 
rately herewith for each of the Armed 

Forces. 

The comprehensive data presented to 
the subcommittee illuminated the cur- 
rent discrepancies in the warrant officer 
promotion programs of the various 
Services. 

In addition to Service witnesses, the 
subcommittee heard the testimony of 
Mr. Daniel S. Ring, prominent Wash- 
ington, D. C., attorney who represented 
the Warrant and Chief Warrant Officers 
Association of the United States Coast 
Guard. 

This Association has played an active 
role in all warrant officer legislation. It 
is the only association of warrant officers 
and has a membership of more than 850. 

Mr. Ring told the subcommittee that 
assurances given to warrant officers in 
the passage of the Career Compensation 
Act have not been fulfilled. He said that 
a bill was to reach Congress three 
months after enactment of the Career 
Compensation Act to provide for a per- 
manent warrant officer structure. “About 
two years have gone by without that 
bill having taken place,” said Mr. Ring. 

He maintained that Congress should 
spell out specific standards for warrant 
officer promotions and not leave this to 
the discretion of Service secretaries. 
Mr. Ring indicated that the Association 
he represents supports selection and 
forced attrition, but stressed that Con- 
gress, and not the Services, should stipu- 
late the rate of advancement for warrant 
officers, as is done for officers in the 
Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

Mr. Ring also inserted into the record 
of the hearings an ARMY Navy AR 
Force JOURNAL editorial of 27 May 
1950, which criticized the Department of 
Defense action in putting the 3 and 7 
per cent ceilings on warrant officer pro- 
motions to W-4 and W-3. 

The following information on the 
warrant officer situation for each of the 
ervices was revealed in the testimony. 

ARMY 


As a result of a current promotion 
Plan for warrant officers, the Army plans 
to double the number of warrant officers 
in the top grades. 

_Under the Department of Defense 
limitation imposed just before the out- 
break of war in Korea, the Army was 
Permitted only 195 W-4’s and 455 in W-3. 

The new promotion program, slated 
for implementation this month, will 
raise the number of warrant officers in 
W-4 to 339, W-3 to 945, W-2 to 2544 and 
W-1 to 6027. 

Immediately after enactment of the 
; Teer Compensation Act in October 
949. the Army envisaged in a circular 








sent to the field a warrant officer struc- 
ture of 7 per cent in W-4, 20 per cent 
in W-3, 50 per cent in W-2 and 23 per 
cent in W-1. It is seen immediately that 
even after the October promotions are 
made, the Army will have a number of 
vacancies in the higher warrant officer 
grades. 

An Army witness said that ultimately 
the percentage will be raised for the 
top grades, but he explained that an 
effort is being made to avoid a promotion 
hump, which would block later advance- 
ments. 

NAVY 

The Navy witnesses reported plans for 
warrant officer promotions extending 
through 1962, when it is planned to have 
18.8 per cent in W-1, 30.7 per cent in 
W-2; 30.3 per cent in W-3 and 20.2 per 
cent in W-4. 

However, the foregoing percentages 
are for 1962. The present numerical dis- 
tribution for the Navy is W-4, 19; W-3, 
130; W-2, 3299 and W-1, 1608, or a total 
of 5056 warrant officers. 

Serving as commissioned officers, the 
Navy has 709 W-4’s, 1050 W-3’s, 521 W-2’s 
and 21 W-1’s. 

It was emphasized by the Navy spokes- 
man that the long-range promotion plan 
for warrant officers is predicated on a 
30-year compulsory retirement system 
and forced attrition for non-selection. 

The Navy reported that the large 
hump in the W-2 pay grade makes nec- 
essary provision for annual increments 
of promotion. It was reported that the 
1159 W-2’s eligible for W-3 in the current 
fiscal year will be divided into three 
groups for promotion consideration in 
fiscal years 1954, 1955 and 1956. It will 
take until fiscal year 1953 to promote the 
W-2’s eligible in fiscal years 1950 and 
1951, the Navy reported. 


AIR FORCE 


Plans were reported for convening of 
a board “in the near future” to promote 
approximately 40 warrant officers of the 
Air Force to W-4, 143 to W-3, and 442 
to W-2. The promotions may be an- 
nounced within a month. 

Additionally, an Air Force selection 
board will convene on Monday, 8 Oct., 
to consider about 15 permanent Warrant 
Officers Junior Grade for permanent 
promotion to Chief Warrant Officer. Of 
this group, only 12 are serving as 
WOJGQ’s, the remainder serving in high- 
er temporary grades, 

Legislation provides that warrants who 
complete 10 years service as warrant 
officers are to be considered for perma- 
nent promotion to CWO. 

At the present time, the Air Force 
warrant officer distribution is as fol- 
lows: W-4, 83; W-3, 184; W-2, 801, and 
W-1, 1286. 

Also, there are 1185 warrant officers 
serving as temporary commissioned offi- 
cers of whom 83 are W-4; 139, W-3; 112 
W-2 and 851, W-1. 

The Air Force witness explained that 
“we are substantially below our author- 
ized warrant officer strength, regular 
warrant strength, and we don’t intend 
to fill that at any rapid rate.” 

Asked if he favored a system of forced 
attrition, the Air Force represeniative 
said he would advocate such action. 


MARINE CORPS 


Testimony showed that the Marine 
Corps, alone of the Services, had ex- 
ceeded the Department of Defense ceil- 
ings, but was permitted to retain this 
overage, which resulted from the sudden 
imposition of the Department’s warrant 
officer promotion edict. 

Actually, instead of the 7 per cent 
ceiling on W-3’s, the Marine Corps had 
10.5 per cent in that pay grade. 

However, the scarcity of warrant offi- 
cers in the top pay grades was brought 
home with the report that at the present 
time the Marine Corps warrant officer 
distribution includes only 12 permanent 
W-4’s. 

The following chart was introduced in 
the hearings to show the distribution of 
Marine Corps warrant officers, Regular 
and Reserve.

Additionally, there are 313 permanent 
commissioned warrant officers serving as 
temporary commissioned officers as fol- 
lows: 11 lieutenant colonels, 174 majors, 
78 captains, 135 first lieutenants and 15 
second lieutenants. 

The Marine Corps spokesman that a 
Naval Examining Board is now consider- 
ing warrant officers for promotion as a 
result of the lifting on 15 August of the 
Department of Defense ceiling on war- 
rant officer advancements. 

COAST GUARD 

At the present time, the Coast Guard 
has 449 Chief Warrant Officers and 470 
Warrant Officers and of the CWO’s only 
31 are in the W-4 category and 135 in 
the W-3 pay grade. The 919 warrant offi- 
cers are assigned in 10 specialties. 

The hearings brought out the fact that 
whereas the arbitrary ceiling on ad- 
vancements to W-4 and W-3 has been 
lifted for the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps, the Coast Guard still is 
under a strict limitation. 

Under terms of a Secretary of the 
Treasury decision of 25 Oct. 1949, the 
Coast Guard 1s restricted to 7 per cent 
of the Chief Warrant Officers in the W-4 
pay grade, which means actually only 
3 per cent of the total number of war- 
rant officers for all four pay grades. For 
promotion to W-4 in the Coast Guard, a 
person must have 12 years commissioned 
service. 

The W-3 limitation is 30 per cent of the 
number of CWO’s in service and requires 
six years commissioned service. 

Promotion to W-2 is open to all com- 
missioned warrant officers not included 
in W-3 and W-4 and all warrant officers 
having over six years service. 

It was brought out that the Coast 
Guard has five times as many Chief War- 
rant and Warrant Officers compared to 
enlisted personnel as there are in the 
Navv. 

The witness explained that in the 
Coast Guard it Is relatively easier for 
an enlisted man to reach warrant officer 
status, but after that it is more difficult 
for him to advance through the warrant 
officer grades. 





Create Housing Agency 
(Continued from First Page) 
provides for a Family Housing Council 
to be composed of the Director of the 
Agency, who shall be Chairman, and one 
representative from each military De- 

partment. 

The duties of the Agency were set forth 
in the directive as follows: 

A. Duties of the Agency. 

Subiect to the authority and direction of 
the Secretary of Defense and in support of 
approved strategic and logistic plans of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and in support of other 
Department of Defense programs, the Agen- 
cy shall perform the following duties and 
such other duties as may be directed by the 
Secretary of Defense: 

1. Develop policies for the provision and 
administration of family housing of the 
Services, both for the Zone of the Interlor 
and overseas, including. 

a. Development of criteria and standards 
to determine the adequacy of housing. 

b. Development of criteria for determina- 
tion of family housing requirements. 

c. Development of policy governing the 
conditions under which Government-financed 
or subsidized construction is justified. 

ad. Development of policy regarding the 
eligibility for family housing and continued 
occupancy thereof. 

e. Development of procedures for fixing 
charges applicable to housing assigned by 
the Services on a rental basis. 

2. Develop design standards and cost cri- 
teria for familv houstng, both permanent and 
temporary, including. 

a, Development of uniform design stand- 
ards (within snecific geographical areas) ap- 
plicable to all Services. 

b. Development of standardized construc- 
tion practices. 

ce. Development of maximum and minimum 
acceptable space requirements. 

d. Development of practicable cost criteria 
and policv governing unit costs in different 
geographical areas. 

e. Development of policy regarding selec- 
tion and provision of temporary housing. 

f. Development of policy and criteria with 
respect to conversion, modification and main- 
tenance of existing structures. 

3. Develop procedures for the procurement 
of family housing. 

4, Obtain requirements for family housing 
from the Services: review, approve and as- 
semble these requirements into a single pro- 
gram; and, through normal legislative chan- 
nels, support the introduction and justifica- 
tion of necessary legislation to expeditiously 
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provide family housing in accordance with 
the approved requirements. 

5. Represent the Secretary of Defense in 
dealings with other Executive Departments 
and Agencies in family housing matters, and 
act for the Secretary of Defense in connec- 
tion with statutory family housing responsi- 
bilities placed in the Secretary and not other- 
wise delegated to the Secretaries of the mili- 
tary Departments. 

6. Conduct continuing studies of family 
housing conditions and requirements and 
associated matters, and report the results 
thereof and action thereon, to the Secretary 
of Defense.

tained their positions and reported light 

enemy patrol contacts. ~~ 

A sharp engagement took place south- 
eust of Kumsong, where an enemy bat- 
talion made a sustained attack on a hill 
position. The attack continued for sev- 
eral hours, but was finally repulsed. 

North and northwest of Yanggu, where 
the fighting has been heavy for the past 
three weeks, the struggle for high ground 
continued, with several inconclusive en- 
gagements being fought. A South Korean 
unit captured a dominant hill position 
after a hard fight, but later lost it to 
counter-attacking Reds. Generally, how- 
ever, Allied positions in this east central 
sector were improved, though territorial 
gains were small. 

Where fighting slackened there was 
considerable aggressive patrol action on 
both sides, with frequent clashes. The 
enemy, while generally on the defensive, 
launched numerous small probing at- 
tacks, one of which forced a slight Allied 
withdrawal northwest of the Punch Bowl. 
On the extreme eastern front action was 
limited to small skirmishes between 
units of platoon to company strength. 
Enemy positions along the eastern end 
of the long line were taken under fire 
by the big guns of the U. S. Battleship 
New Jersey, which lobbed its projectiles 
15 miles inland from the coast. 

The Department of the Army estimates 
that enemy casualties from the begin- 
ning of the Korean war on 25 June 1950 
through 20 September 1951 total approx- 
imately a million and a quarter, almost 
equally divided between the North Ko- 
reans and the Chinese Reds. Total North 
Korean losses are estimated at 663,106, 
and those of the Chinese Communists at 
661,850. 

Battle casualties of North Koreans are 
estimated to be 408,759, non-battle casu- 
alties 107,396, while 146,951 are prisoners 
of war. The Chinese Reds are believed 
to have lost 542,864 killed and wounded, 
101,023 sick and injured, and 17,963 taken 
prisoner. 

During the summer operations in 
Korea from 25 May to 25 September of 
this year General James A. Van Fleet. 
USA, Commanding the Eighth Army, 
estimates that enemy casualties from 
ground action alone amounted to 186,237. 
The general characterizes this period as 
covering the limited summer offensive 
of the Allies. It merges into the new 
Allied autumn offensive. He said the of- 
fensive operations of the Allies had kept 
the enemy off balance and prevented the 
launching of a new Red offensive. 

The Department of Defense has issued 
a report of American battle casualties 
covering the period from the beginning 
of the war to include notifications of next 
of kin through 28 Sept. 1951. Total casu- 
alties in that period were 87,650, of which 
70,818 were sustained by the Army, 1,031 
by the Navy, 14,997 by the Marine Corps, 
and 804 by the Air Force. The total 
deaths, including killed in action, died of 
wounds, and missing in action subse- 
quently reported dead, amount to 14,734. 
The total wounded in action, including 
those who subsequently died and those 
who recovered and returned to duty, 
amount to 62,166. Reported missing in 
action are 12,339, but of these 1,368 have 
returned to military control, 148 are 
known to be dead, and 170 have been 
reported as prisoners in the hands of 
the enemy. The number of Americans 
held by the enemy is believed to be far 
greater than the number ofificially re- 
ported as prisoners. 
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Mobilization Chief Tells 
Production Progress 


With $45 billion obligated for military 
procurement and construction since out- 
break of war in Korea and a “tooling up” 
program well underway, the United 
States is on the threshold of the period 
of volume production, Director of De- 
fense Mobilization Charles E. Wilson has 
reported to President Truman. 

Mr. Wilson, in his third quarterly re- 
port, said that “our progress in getting 
ready for quantity production can never 
be fast enough. Our Nation is in danger. 
Until we are fully ready to produce the 
weapons we would have to use if an en- 
emy attacked, we must strive constantly 
to move toward preparedness at a faster 
rate.” 

Remarking on the progress in particu- 
lar programs for various categories of 
military goods, Mr. Wilson made these 
observations: 





Aircraft Deliveries 


Deliveries of aircraft-— which make up 
about one-third of the total military procure- 
ment program—are now double the rate of 
a year ago. Nevertheless, within the next 2 
years, deliveries are scheduled to rise to four 
times the present rate. 

In size and complexity, these aircraft have 
far outstripped their World War II counter- 
parts. Airframe weight of some of the new 
models is six times that of comparable 
World War II models. The Navy is buying 
fighters heavier than some patrol bombers 
of the recent war. The Air Force is procur- 
ing fighters weighing two-thirds as much 
as the old B-17. 

The complexity of the new models, even 
more than their greater size and weight, ac- 
count for the increasingly serious problem 
of long lead time. During World War II, 
the airframe itself was usually the item 
with the longest lead time. Now the equip- 
ment is becoming so complex, with so high 
a degree of precision required, and so many 
manufacturers and subcontractors involved, 
that many component items are far more 
critical than the airframe itself. 

The lead time on some of the complicated 
electronic equipment is so great that produc- 
tion is being started even before the de- 
signers know how the airplane itself will 
actually look or perform. Jet engines are an- 
other bottleneck item, traceable in turn to 
the fact that, because of their newness, the 
shortage of machine tools for their produc- 
tion is particularly serious. 


Tank Program 


The tank-automotive program—amounting 
to about one-sixth of total military procure- 
ment—will increase seven-fold in deliveries 
in the next year. On one-third of the combat 
vehicles, tooling-up is complete and volume 
production, now begun, will reach a peak in 
the middle of 1952. On the other two-thirds, 
development is complete and volume produc- 
tion will begin in 1952. 


Electronics 

In the field of electronics, a relatively 
small number of high-cost complex radar 
systems account for 60 per cent of the pro- 
duction dollar. Deliveries to date have been 
relatively low, while the industry expanded 
its plant and completed its tooling. The de- 
livery rate will triple by next summer. 

Some of the newly developed items are 
already in use. Long-range radar equipment 
is included in the ‘radar fence’’ now pro- 
tecting our borders; new electronic-controlled 
weapons are in use by ground, sea, and air 
forces; lighter and more reliable field radio 
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and telephone sets have proved their value 
in Korea. 

A high proportion of the weapons procure- 
ment program is for models being produced 
for the first time—such as the 75-mm. sky- 
sweeper and the new twin-mount 3-inch Navy 
anti-aircraft gun. Particularly because of 
their electronic fire-control systems, these 
new models present production difficulties. 


Ship Construction 

In construction of new ships, the Navy is 
concentrating in building prototypes of new 
models such as the new large carrier, the 
atomic submarine, and the new ocean escort 
vessel. In a few cases where no ships in the 
present fleet can meet the needs, ships are 
being built in number, as is the case with 
latest-type minesweepers and amphibious as- 
sault vehicles. Taken as a whole, however, 
this program is just leaving the blueprint 
stage and many months will pass before most 
of these ships will be in active service. 

The Navy program also includes the mod- 
ernization of 300 ships, at costs of up to $50 
million each. More than 30 ships have been 
completed, and the number finished per 
month is steadily rising. Modernization in- 
cludes installation of new anti-aircraft 
weapons and gunfire-control systems; instal- 
lation of high performance radar and under- 
water detection devices; improvement of 
submarines, and extensive modernization of 
aircraft carriers of the Essex class, which 
without major modification are now obsoles- 
cent. 


Study Industrial Standards 


Four hundred members of the Ameri- 
can Ordnance Association are expected 
to attend the “Industrial Standards for 
Defense” session of the Second National 
Standardization Conference to be held in 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York, 
22 Oct. 

The Ordnance Association is sponsor- 
ing the session, at which Louis Polk, vice 
president of the Association and presi- 
dent, the Sheffield Corporation, Dayton, 
O., will serve as moderator. 

Other speakers at the session will be 
K. H. Condit, dean of the School of Engi- 
neering, Princeton University; William 
C. Newberg, president, Dodge Division, 
Chrysler Corporation, Detroit; and R. C. 
Sogge, General Electric Company, Sche- 
nectady. 

Among those participating in the panel 
discussion following the addresses will 
be Brig. Gen. Merle H. Davis, USA, Chief 
of the Ammunition Branch, Office of the 
Chief of Ordnance, U. S. Army, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Donald A. Quarles, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Bell Telephone Laboratories, New 
York, N. Y.; Dale Roeder, Executive Engi- 
neer, Commercial Vehicles, Ford Motor 
Co., Dearborn, Mich.; M. F. Schoeffel, 
Rear Adm., USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, Navy Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; and Col. James L. Walsh, USA, 
(Ret.), President, American Ordnance 
Association, Washington, D. C. 

Announcement of the speakers was 
made by Vice Adm.

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MSTS Two Years Old 


The second anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Military Sea Transport 
Service, the agency responsible for ocean 
transportation of all men and materials 
of the Department of Defense was cele- 
brated on 30 Sept. 

The Chief of Naval Operations, Ad- 
miral William M. Fechteler, commended 
the efficiency of the operation in a state- 
ment which said, “A ‘Well Done’ goes to 
the Military Sea Transportation Service. 
In the 16 months since the outbreak of 
Korean hostilities, MSTS has carried over 
26 million measurement tons of cargo, 
over two million passengers and over 
120,000,000 barrels of petroleum products 
in support of our overseas defense in- 
stallations.” 

Army Chief of Staff, General J. Lawton 
Collins expressed his appreciation of the 
unification of military ocean transporta- 
tion in the MSTS which, he said, repre- 
sents another advance in the close co- 
operation between the services. We in 
the Army are particularly aware of the 
difficult job you are doing and the splen- 
did way you are doing it because of our 
52 years of experience in operating the 
Army’s Transportation Service, whose 
high standards you are continuing.” 

General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of 
Staff of the Air Force, said: “Hundreds 
of fighter planes and millions of barrels 
of oil and gasoline for their use have 
been carried overseas in MSTS cargo 
ships and tankers. In combination with 
MATS, MSTS is filling the big supply 
pipeline to the Korean front and helping 
to win the important battle of logistics.” 

Less than 9 months old when Korean 
hostilities began, the organization has di- 
rected its major effort toward supply of 
the Far East Area. 

Vice Adm. William M. Callaghan, Com- 
mander of MSTS, revealed that the or- 
ganization has carried 11 million meas- 
urement tons of cargo, seven million long 
tons of petroleum products and over half 
a million passengers to the Japan-Korea 
Area alone since hostilities began. 





Huge One-piece Wing Panels 


Research and manufacturing engineers 
at Lockheed Aircraft Corporation, Bur- 
bank, Calif., unveiled on 1 Oct. the larg- 
est single piece of aircraft wing ever 
made. It is a self-stiffened panel meas- 
uring 32 by 4 feet and is described as the 
start of a new school of airplane design. 

The 323-pound aluminum alloy strip, 
cut out of a 900-pound solid slab, is a 
Lockheed solution to the problem of 
building tomorrow’s aircraft larger, fast- 
er and stronger without adding weight, 
engineers explained. 

Designed for the wing of Super Con- 
stellation transports, the one-piece panels 
will save hundreds of man hours and 
thousands of dollars, engineering studies 
showed. Each panel will replace com- 
plicated assemblies composed of about 
1,500 different parts. Each will eliminate 
about 5,000 rivets, representing more 
than 300 man hours of riveting labor. 

The first 32-foot-long wing piece is now 
being-used in preparation of new tooling 
for revised assembly methods. Soon they 
will be mass-produced on Lockheed’s new 
$400,000 skin mill, only machine of its 
kind. 





New Navy 5-inch Gun 


A $30,000,000 contract for a new model 
5-inch gun for the Navy has been 
awarded to Northern Ordnance, Incorpo- 
rated, of Minneapolis, Rear Adm. M. F. 
Schoeffel, Chief, Navy Bureau of Ord- 
nance, announced. Production will start 
immediately. 





NSIA Meeting 

The nation’s foremost military and jp. 
dustrial leaders assembled in New Yor 
City last week for the Eighth Annugj 
Meeting of the National Security Indus. 
trial Association. 

Admiral William M. Fechteler, Chief of 
Naval Operations, and Maj. Gen. W. 
Harrison, President of International Tele. 
phone and Telegraph Corporation were 
the main speakers. 

Admiral Fechteler told the group that 
the United States is “not ready to aban. 
don the use of .. . conventional weapons” 
and that “neither the great improvements 
of the past nor those of the foreseeable 
future will alter the basic military truth 
that all arms are auxiliary to the foot. 
soldier.” 

He said the “all-purpose panacea” has 
not been found, but “we have several 
very promising prospects.” Although the 
atomic bomb is a “terrifically powerfy] 
explosive force,” he said, “that bomb must 
be delivered at its target by men—men 
on foot, men traveling in a tank, a ship 
or a plane.” 

The new Chief of Naval Operations 
told the group that the industrial poten. 
tial represented and controlled by mem- 
bers of the NSIA “is the source of our 
national strength.” He said the “greatest 
support” for the foot soldier “will be 
rendered by an industry which can out- 
produce the enemy.”
